FORGED OUT 


Family moves into hotel after

A Buddhist monk and his mum 
have been forced to move into a 
Kingston Premier Inn after Thames 
Water refused to take responsibility 
for a pipe leaking sewage water into 
their basement. 

Retired Valerie Robey, 74, was con¬ 
verting the garage under her prop¬ 
erty in Crescent Road, Coombe Hill, 
into a flat for her son Amaranatho, 
47, who has just returned from 
working as a monk in Australia, 
when builders noticed a terrible 
smell coming from the basement. 


Excavation work revealed exces¬ 
sive mould and a leak coming about 
2.5m below the basement last 
month. Thames Water took four 
weeks to admit the pipe was its re¬ 
sponsibility, and eventually fixed 
the problem. 

But there is still sewage water 
leaking into the basement - and no¬ 
body is taking responsibility for the 
second faulty pipe. 

Mr Robey said: “It has just been 
ridiculous. We have made about 70 
phone calls to Thames Water and 
they are denying that the pipe is 
even theirs but haven’t proven it ei¬ 
ther way. 

“They told us to contact the coun¬ 
cil, who told us to contact Thames

Water. We still have the leak and 
even after that is fixed it will take 
about four weeks for the house to 
dry out.” 

Mr and Mrs Robey are unable to 
eat or sleep in their home because of 
the pungent odour from the water. 

They moved into the Premier Inn 
in the centre of Kingston and expect 
to be there for at least a month. 

Keith Baxter, building project 
manager from Alliance Preserva¬ 
tion, who has been working on the 
basement conversion, said: “People 
have had raw sewage leaking from 
the main foul line being fed by hous¬ 
es up the hill and into their base¬ 
ment. 

“They [Thames Water] are respon¬ 


sible for proving that the other leak 
is not coming from their pipe. 

“If it is a private pipe then the 
house insurance will cover the dam¬ 
age but we have spent £20,000 al¬ 
ready trying to locate the leak. The 
money is running out.” 

Thames Water said Kingston 
Council looked after surface water 
drains, which are located outside 
homes. 

A Thames Water spokeswoman 
said: “We have advised the customer 
to contact their local council, after 
our investigations found the foul 
sewer to be in good working order.” 

Kingston Council was unable to 
comment as the Kingston Guardian 
went to press.

Street cleaners may only be paid 
if they do a good job and resi¬ 
dents might have to “make deals” 
with the council under proposed 
plans to cut the budget. 

The ideas were brought up at 
the first Kingston Conversation 
event on Tuesday night last week 
where residents were given the 
opportunity to ask questions of 
council leader Kevin Davis. 

During the conversation in 
Southborough High School hall 
the audience was told that by 
2018 the council budget would be 
45 per cent less than it was in 
2010. 

This means savings of almost 
£40m need to be made between 
now and 2018-19. 

Coun Davis laid out the “three 
great challenges” he believes are 
facing the council as communica¬ 
tion with citizens, the growth 
agenda and what shape the coun¬ 
cil of the future will take. 

He said: “No one wants to see 


council tax rise but what are we 
going to do about that? 

“What are the services that we 
are going to say we are not going 
to do any more?” 

Recycling and waste collection, 
the council spending money un¬ 
necessarily and Tolworth being 
the “forgotten” end of the bor¬ 
ough were all big issues for south 
of the borough residents. 

Coun Davis brought up a con¬ 
versation he had with residents 
previously where a street had 
clubbed together to get a grass 
verge. 

The council agreed to put in 
the verge if residents were in 
charge of its upkeep. 

He said: “We got together J 
with residents and said we 
are prepared to do a deal I 
here. 

“It is that type of 
decision we are 
going to have to 
have.” 

Councillor An 
drea Craig 
joined Coun 
Davis on stage 
and said the 



council could adopt a system tri¬ 
alled by Hammersmith Council 
where cleaners were only paid if 
they did a good job. 

She said: “We [as a council] 
have to do a lot better with our 
contracts. We need to have better 
management.” 

After the event Coun Davis said 
he was “very pleased” with the 
turnout of 80 people in the school 
hall and 20 people watching the 
live stream online. 

After the event he said: “We 
need to be talking more to people. 
Big decisions have to be made 
about our budget and what we 
need is to be getting people in¬ 
volved in them. 

“This was a good turnout for 
the first one.” 

The second of eight Kingston 
Conversation events will be 
held tonight, Septem¬ 
ber 10, from 7pm to 
9pm, in the Richard 
Mayo Centre, Eden 
Street.

Girls slightly ahead in reading, writing and maths 


Girls in the borough are achiev¬ 
ing more in maths, grammar 
and reading than boys of the 
same age. 

Statistics recently released by 
the Department for Education 
found Kingston pupils at key 
stage two - ages seven to 11 - 
were above the national 
average. 

Since 2009, the percentage of 
pupils making “expected 
progress” in maths has also in¬ 
creased from 85 to 91. 

In maths tests, both sexes were 
found to be fairly equal in their 
results, but girls extended the 
gap by outperforming boys in 
grammar, punctuation and 
spelling by 7 per cent. 

Nationally, more than 14,000

• Maths: 91 per cent of girls 
achieved level 4 or higher, boys were 
90 per cent.

more girls than boys achieved 
level five or above in reading, 
writing and maths, with 80 per 


cent achieving the expected 
level four. 

Although the borough did not 
make it into the top 10 perform¬ 
ing education authorities, all 
the statistics for 2015 testing 
were above 80 per cent for pupils 
gaining level four, the average 
standard. 

This is the last time levels will 
be used to assess performance at 
the end of primary school. 

From 2016, pupils will be given 
a scaled score, with 100 as the 
expected standard. 

Schools Minister Nick Gibb 
said: “Our reform programme is 
driven by social justice and we 
will continue to raise the bar so 
young people are prepared to 
succeed in modern Britain.”

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Beggar Mayo has finally had his chips 


A homeless man has been banned from 
Kingston town centre for two years after 
persistently shoplifting and begging. 

Samuel Mayo, 27, pictured, was de¬ 
scribed as a man who had caused 
“distress” to people in the town 
for “too long”. 

Wimbledon Magistrates’ 

Court heard on Friday, August 
21, how Mayo had been in¬ 
volved in numerous thefts and 
antisocial offences over the 
years. 

His latest arrest was for shoplift¬ 
ing in Tiger, Clarence Street, on Thurs¬ 
day, July 2. 

Last month Mayo, of no fixed address, 


was given a criminal behaviour order 
banning him from the town centre and 
ordering him to take part in a drug treat¬ 
ment programme. 

He was previously handed a 12- 
month conditional discharge and 
ordered to pay £30 costs on July 
16. 

PC Michaela Glue said: “Mayo 
has been a persistent beggar 
and antisocial offender, in and 
around Kingston town centre 
for a number of years. 

“His regular antisocial behaviour 
has caused harassment and distress to 
shoppers, shop workers and residents 
for far too long.”

The daughter of a dementia suf¬ 
ferer living in council-managed 
“bed bug infested” sheltered ac¬ 
commodation has hit out at the 
authority. 

Jessica Johnston Schoon has 
said her 68-year-old father lives in 
Dowler Court residential home, 
which she claims has been riddled 
with blood-sucking mites for 18 
months. 

Mrs Johnston Schoon said her 
vulnerable father has lived at the 
Burton Road home, made up of 26 
self-contained studios, for almost 
13 years. 

She said: “My father caught bed 
bugs from another tenant in the 
home some months ago and we 
were advised to privately contact 
pest control. We did, and as- I 
sumed each tenant had done the * 
same. They haven’t, and now the 
home has an infestation. 

“The bed bugs have been there 
for 18 months on and off. All they 
seem to have done is removed the 


chairs in the communal areas and 
put plastic ones in. 

“My father has been diag¬ 
nosed with dementia and 
this is very disturbing for 
him. I must swallow my 
pride and admit that I saw a 
bed bug actually crawling 
over my father’s hand.” 

Kingston Council confirmed 
that it did have a problem with bed 
bugs at the homes, but said clean¬ 
ing it did not come under its remit. 

Mrs Johnston Schoon said: “We 
are talking about frail elderly peo¬ 
ple unable to care for themselves - 
many of them suffering with vi¬ 
sion problems or other ailments. 

“I was talking to a carer who vis¬ 
its one resident and she was 
worried that she could pick the 
bugs up there and spread them to 
patients in other homes.” 

Mrs Johnston Schoon said she 
was disappointed with the quality 
L of the sheltered home. 

* She said: “I am currently mak¬ 
ing arrangements for my father to 
move. Unfortunately I don’t feel 
that the other tenants have this 
opportunity and I am genuinely 
worried about their wellbeing. 


“There has been a change in the 
system recently and there is no 
onsite warden any more.” 
Floating wardens moving be¬ 
tween residential homes were 
introduced by the council at 
the beginning of 2015 as a cost¬ 
cutting measure. 

Reg O’Neil, who lives in Sobraon 
House, another sheltered housing 
building run by the council said 
he “rarely” sees his warden now. 

He said: “When I moved in I 
signed a contract that I would be 
seen three times a week but I’m 
lucky if I’m seen once. 

“A few people are not happy 
bunnies with the new system.” 

Roy Thompson, director of place 
at Kingston Council, said: “Al¬ 
though infestations like this 
should be dealt with through ten¬ 
ancy agreement, on this occasion 
the council decided to send in pest 
control officers. 

“The property was treated ac¬ 
cordingly, however, a further in¬ 
spection showed the infestation 
was not fully cleared and a second 
treatment took place. We will con¬ 
tinue to monitor the situation 
closely and act again if needed.”

Consultation launched over health centre location 


GPs will launch a consultation on the 
part-closure and relocation of Chessing- 
ton’s Gosbury Hill health centre. 

The centre has faced criticism since 
opening for turning away patients and 
not treating injuries. 

But a report to Kingston Council’s 
health scrutiny panel said that “uptake 
in the service has not been as large as ex¬ 
pected”, despite 12-hour, 365-days-a-year 
opening times. 

Now health bosses have said they are 
“very keen to get it right”. 

As part of the proposals, urgent care 
appointments could be moved to Sur¬ 
biton Health Centre as part of a walk-in 
service, and people already registered at 
Gosbury Hill could re-register with GP 
practices on the same site or within half 
a mile. 

The consultation, that could see the 
“walk in” part of the site either close or 


partially close, is proposed to run for 
eight weeks, from Tuesday, September 
15. 

However, a legally-mandated equality 
impact assessment said more engage¬ 
ment with people who most use Gosbury 
Hill was needed. 

According to reports, this meant par¬ 
ents with young children, the traveller 


community and the over-60s. 

Assessors also warned that moving the 
service to a more central location in the 
borough could see a “sharp increase” in 
patient numbers. 

Earlier this year, the Kingston clinical 
commissioning group claimed it could 
not discuss the plans with this newspa¬ 
per because of pre-election “purdah”.

A homeless estate agent fled 
Britain and left landlords and 
tenants thousands of pounds 
out of pocket. 

Manish Manek, 54, was 


collared by detectives as he 
tried to re-enter the UK last 
autumn and was jailed for 20 
months at Kingston Crown 
Court on September 2. 

He owned the Je Je Barons 
agency, based in Kingston 
Hill, from 2008 to 2012. 

After he told staff in Octo¬

hospital for liver surgery, he 
disappeared and wages went 
unpaid. Creditors also com¬ 
plained to police that Manek 
had not paid them back. 

In reality, the crook - who 
denied 17 counts of theft, but 
was found guilty after a trial - 
had sold his house and flown 
to India, leaving £18,500 owed 
to staff and creditors. 

Detectives also discovered 
he had stolen more than 
£47,000 from clients by slip¬ 
ping landlords’ and tenants’ 
deposits, and even rent pay¬ 
ments, into his personal bank 
account instead of using the 
Government-approved de¬ 
posit protection scheme. 

Detective Constable Paul 


Lawlor, from Kingston CID, 
said: “Manek stole from the 
very people who were paying 
him to manage their proper¬ 
ties and keep his business 
running. 

“He blamed his criminal ac¬ 
tivities on his huge debt, his ill 
health and the health of fami¬ 
ly members. Regardless what 
his personal circumstance 
may have been, it does not jus¬ 
tify resorting to criminal ac¬ 
tivities thinking it is an easy 
route out. 

“Because of his actions, 
Manek is not only serving a 
custodial sentence in jail, but 
has also lost the reputation 
he once had within his 
community.” 


The Kingston Guardian re¬ 
ported in October 2012 that a 
message had been left in the 
Je Je Barons shop window 
that read: “There have been 
many allegations made, 
which have been investigated 
by Kingston CID and proven 
false and our solicitors are 
currently dealing with the 
matter. All staff have been 
dismissed in this context due 
to improper behaviour and 
dishonesty.” 

Manek’s solicitors at the 
time, Aston Bond, said they 
were acting for him, trading 
as Je Je Barons, in relation to 
a claim for damages against 
former staff for serious 
breaches.

Armed crook 
robs bookies 

An armed gunman tried to 
rob a Chessington bookmak¬ 
er’s while a member of staff 
worked alone inside. 

Paddy Power, in North Pa¬ 
rade, was targeted by a man 
wearing a balaclava and 
wielding a grey barrelled 
handgun at about 8.30pm on 
bank holiday Monday. 

According to an employee 
the robber made off with just 
£29, but the police had no 
record of any cash being 
taken. 

No shots were fired and the 
staff member was left unhurt 
following the unsuccessful 
heist that came just days 
after a suspected shooting at 
a Chessington bus stop. 

Paddy Power, along with 
Ladbrokes and William Hill, 
practise “single manning” - 
staff working alone during 
quieter trading hours. Paddy 
Power cashiers have report¬ 
edly been working alone for 
about 18 months in the 
Kingston area. 

A Safe Bet campaign to out¬ 
law “single manning” was 
started by our sister newspa¬ 
per, Wimbledon Guardian, 
in 2014, after the murder of 
a Ladbrokes employee in 
Morden. 

The Chessington suspect, 
who reportedly ran off to¬ 
wards Bray Court, was a 
white man wearing a black 
Superdry jacket.

Anger at restaurant 
nears tipping point

A Kingston restaurant has been 
attacked for its “disgusting” and 
“unfair” staff tipping policy. 

Almost 1,500 Kingston residents 
have signed a petition calling on 
the Latin-American chain Las 
Iguanas, which has a branch in 
High Street, to stop its “pay to 
work” rules. 

Currently, Las Iguanas employ¬ 
ees have to pay back 3 per cent of 
their total sales for the night in 
cash at the end of every shift. 

The money is meant to be paid 
out of a worker’s gratuities pot, 
but bears no relation to how much 
or how little the waiter may actu¬ 
ally make in tips during the shift. 

The company has claimed that 
the policy is in place to fund train¬ 
ing and incentive schemes for the 
restaurant’s staff, but protesters 
said it made “huge profits” for the 
company. 

Sam Hughes started a national 
petition, that has so far received 
more than 77,000 signatures, on 
website 38 Degrees. 

He said: “I started the petition 
because I know people power can 
and will change things. 

“We’re sending a clear message 
to Las Iguanas in the High Street -

you’re being watched by hun¬ 
dreds of people who want you to 
stop exploiting your staff. 

“If they want us to keep coming 
to Las Iguanas, they need to make 
sure 100 per cent of tips go to the 
staff.” 

A spokesman from Las Iguanas 
said: “Claims that we make staff 
pay to work are ridiculous, as that

“Our tipping policy has been 
well established for about 20 years 
and enables us to ensure that tips 
given by our guests are shared 
throughout the restaurant team.”

Queen continues 
to make history 

More than six decades since her accession to the throne, the truly 
remarkable Queen Elizabeth II becomes our longest-reigning monarch 


T he Queen has reigned over 
Britain and the Commonwealth 
for more than 63 years - a 
monumental figure defined by her 
core beliefs of duty and service. 

Removed from politics, scandal 
and the whims of fashion, she 
has been an enduring figure 
in the life of the nation and is 
recognised worldwide for the 
unique role she performs. 

Queen Elizabeth II is now 
Britain's longest reigning 
monarch, which is the latest 
highlight in a memorable life that 
began without any expectation 
of the throne. 

And like the previous 
longest-reigning monarch. Queen 
Victoria, who reigned for 63 
years, our head of state's many 
years on the throne have helped 
define an era. 

Elizabeth Alexander Mary was 
born on April 21, 1926. Third in 
line to the throne, she had little 
prospect of being crowned. 

But the abdication of her 
uncle David, Edward VIII, in 1936 
changed her destiny forever. 

Elizabeth was just 10 when her 
father became King George VI, 
altering her future overnight and 
making her heir presumptive. 

The Second World War saw the 
young princess blossom into a 


confident young woman of 19. 

In 1947, she wed Prince Philip 
of Greece, and within a year of 
marriage they produced an heir 
to the throne. 

Their first son, Charles Philip 
Arthur George, was born on 
November 14, 1948, and their 
second child, Anne Elizabeth 
Alice Louise, on August 15, 1950. 

It was during an official visit 
to Kenya that news of the King's 
death was broken to the Queen 
by her husband, and Britain's 
26-year-old monarch flew home 
to assume her role. 

Five years earlier, during a visit 
to South Africa, on the day of her 
21st birthday, the Queen gave 
her famous vow to serve the 
Commonwealth. 

She said: "I declare before you 
all that my whole life, whether it 
be long or short, shall be devoted 
to your service and the service 
of our great imperial family to 
which we all belong." 

The coronation on June 2, 

1953, was a bright and joyous 
spectacle in a post-war capital. 

The Queen got to know her 
subjects by first undertaking 
national visits, then a mammoth 
Commonwealth tour - taking in 
five continents over six months 
and travelling 60,000 miles. 


The Queen's third child, Andrew 
Albert Christian Edward, was 
born on February 19, 1960, 
followed by their fourth and final 
child, Edward Anthony Richard 
Louis, on March 10, 1964. 

All four of the Queen and 
Prince Philip's children grew up 
and got married. 

But the royal marriages did not 
last and the monarch endured 
a terrible year in 1992 when 
Charles separated from Princess 
Diana, the Duke and Duchess of 
York split and the Princess Royal 
divorced Captain Phillips. 

The trials of the decade were 
not over for the Queen, as she 
faced criticism following the death 
of Diana in a Paris car crash in 1997. 

But five years later, her Golden 
Jubilee in 2002 proved to be 
a momentous occasion and 
showed there was still massive 
support for the Queen. 

Public affection for the monarch 
has been boosted further 
following the marriage of the 
Duke and Duchess of Cambridge, 
her Diamond Jubilee celebrations 
and the birth of Prince George 
and Princess Charlotte. 

For her part, the Queen has 
remained true to the pledge she 
made as a 21-year-old, dedicating 
herself to the nation and beyond.

Her Majesty 


Extraordinary life of 
our British monarch 

From her childhood through her 63 years on the throne, we take 
a look back at the highs and lows of the life of Queen Elizabeth II 



A s the nation celebrates the 
Queen becoming our longest 
reigning monarch, she is more 
popular than ever. 

And it's no surprise - along 
with her great-great-grandmother 
Queen Victoria, Elizabeth II is 
only the second monarch in 
British history to surpass 60 years 
on the throne. 

It's easy to forget that had it 
not been for a scandalous twist 
of fate - when her uncle fell 
in love with American socialite 
Wallis Simpson - Elizabeth would 
never have become Queen at all. 

King Edward VIII had reigned 
for less than a year, when he 
abdicated in 1936 in order to 
marry Simpson, and as a result 
Elizabeth's father became king, 
changing the course of the young 
princess' life forever. 

Today, Queen Elizabeth II is 
such an iconic part of our cultural 
identity that it is hard to imagine 
Britain without her. 

Here is a look back at her 
extraordinary life... 

The early years 


Born at 2.40am on April 21, 1926, 
at 17 Bruton Street in Mayfair, 
London, Princess Elizabeth 
Alexandra Mary was the first 
child of the then Duke and 
Duchess of York. 

In August 1930, Princess 
Margaret was born and, aged 
four, Elizabeth became a big sister. 

At this time, the young princess 
was only third in line to the 
throne, so the concerns and 
responsibilities that come with 
being Sovereign were far from 
the family's minds. 

However, despite their privilege, 
home education and rarely being 
able to venture out saw Elizabeth 
and Margaret have sheltered and 
isolated childhoods. 

Young Elizabeth's biggest joy 
was animals. At the tender age 
of three, she had her first riding 
lesson, and a year later she was 
given her first pony, Peggy. 

At 18, her parents gave her 
Susan - her very first corgi - 
again marking the start of an 
unending devotion to the breed. 

By her teenage years, Elizabeth 
knew that her destiny had taken 
a different course - she was 10 
when her father became king, 
and from then on the young 
princess was groomed for her 
role as probable future queen. 

Burying herself in books, 
Elizabeth studied constitutional 
history and law, and became 
fluent in French, to prepare 
herself for the task ahead. 

Aged 14, after the outbreak of 
the Second World War in 1940, 
she made her first radio broadcast, 
speaking on Children's Hour. 

"When peace comes, remember 
it will be for us, the children of 
today, to make the world of 
tomorrow a better and happier 
place," she told youngsters in the

UK and across the Commonwealth. 

At 15, as a future head of the 
Armed Forces, Elizabeth was 
appointed Colonel of the 
Grenadier Guards and took part 
in more public appearances. 

Keen to do her bit, at 18 
Elizabeth joined the Auxiliary 
Territorial Service (ATS), and 
became No. 230873 Second 
Subaltern Elizabeth Windsor, 
training as a driver and mechanic 
before being promoted to Junior 
Commander. 

Royal romance 


Inheriting the throne still seemed 
a long way off - at this stage 
Elizabeth had other things on her 
mind, such as falling in love with 
her handsome distant cousin, 
Prince Philip of Greece. 

They'd attended the same 
family functions occasionally as 
children, but their first proper 
meeting happened in 1939 - 
Elizabeth was 13 when she 
accompanied her parents on a 
visit to the naval college in

Dartmouth, where an 18-year-old 
cadet, Philip, impressed the young 
princess by leaping over tennis 
nets! They began writing to each 
other, and six years on their 
engagement was announced. 

Elizabeth married Philip at 
Westminster Abbey on November 
20, 1947 - a welcome boost for 
weary post-war Britain. 

In November 1948, aged 22, 
she became a mother, with the 
birth of her first son, Charles, 
followed by Anne, in 1950. 

Becoming Queen 


As her father's health was failing, 
Elizabeth was needed back in 
Britain. 

The King spent many hours 
giving her advice and she began 
standing in for him at official 
engagements. 

He underwent surgery for a 
malignant growth in his lung. 
Soon after, in 1952, a major 
overseas tour had to be taken 
over by Elizabeth and Philip. 

On the eve of their departure 
to Kenya, the King took his family 
on an outing to the theatre. 

A week later, on February 6, 
1952, George VI died aged 56. 

Despite being heartbroken, 
miles from home and a mere 25 
years old, Elizabeth handled her 
premature transition into head 
monarch with the calm and 
composed nature that was to 
become her trademark trait. 

Asked what name she wanted 
to use as Queen, she replied 
simply: "My own name, of 
course. Elizabeth." 

Elizabeth M's coronation took 
place the following year, on 
June 2, 1953. TV cameras were 




































brought into Westminster Abbey 
so the historic event could be 
broadcast to some 27 million 
people across Britain. 

Dressed in a gem-encrusted 
white satin gown, the Queen 
paraded to Westminster Abbey in 
the Gold State Coach. 

After the Archbishop of 
Canterbury placed the majestic 
St Edward's Crown on the young 
Queen's head, Philip knelt before 
her, pledging to be his wife's 
'liege man of life and limb'. 

Testing times 

The early years of the Queen's 
reign were free from personal 
tragedies, but in 1979 that 
changed, when Prince Philip's 
uncle. Lord Mountbatten, was 
killed, along with his grandson 
Nicholas, 14, and a 17-year-old 
boatman, by an IRA bomb. 

Despite calls for the Queen to 
surround herself with 
Hollywood-style bodyguards, she 
immediately rejected, insisting it 
was her duty to remain a public 
figurehead for the country. 

Two years on, she herself 
was the target of a shooting 
incident, as millions watched 
her ride to the Trooping the 
Colour ceremony. Thankfully, 
the 17-year-old youth responsible 
had fired blanks, and remarkably 
the Queen simply composed her 
horse and carried on. 

In 1982, she endured another 
terrifying experience, waking in 
the night in Buckingham Palace 
to find an intruder at the end of 
her bed. 



The 90s were testing times for the Queen, with 
her famously dubbing 1992 her 'annus horriblis'. 
The decade also saw her contend with a blaze at 
Windsor Castle, revelations from Diana's book 
and the Duke and Duchess of York separating 



Michael Fagan had not only 
climbed the palace wall, as many 
had before, but succeeded in 
getting into the royal residence. 

Quick thinking, the Queen kept 
things calm by casually engaging 
Fagan in conversation for 10 
minutes, until help arrived. 

Undeniably the worst period in 
Elizabeth M's life was the 1990s. 

At the end of 1992, the Queen 
dubbed it her 'annus horribilis' - 
in the past 12 months, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales had been 
at war with one another, the 
Duke and Duchess of York 
separated, Princess Anne and 
Captain Mark Phillips divorced 
and Windsor Castle went up in 
flames. 

Public sympathy was thin on 
the ground, especially when fears 
arose that taxpayers' money 
could be used to foot the 
£40 million repair bill. 

The Queen made an historic 
announcement that she would 
pay tax on her income and cut 
the size of the Civil List, and took 
the decision to open Buckingham 
Palace to the paying public for 
the first time, to help pay for the 
restoration. 

In 1997, the death of Diana, 
following a high-speed car crash 
in Paris, led to a massive 
outpouring of public grief. 

The Queen was criticised for 
failing to join the public and 
speak publicly immediately. 

She was at Balmoral, taking 
care of her young grandsons, 
William and Harry, protecting 
them from intrusion. 

When she finally addressed the 


nation, the Queen reminded us 
all: "It is not easy to express a sense 
of loss, since the initial shock is 
often succeeded by a mixture of 
other feelings: disbelief, 
incomprehension, anger - and 
concern for those who remain. 
We have all felt those emotions 
in these last few days. 

"So what I say to you now, as 
your Queen and as a grandmother, 

I say from my heart." 

Five years later the Queen 
suffered a double loss when her 
mother died at the grand old 
age of 101, a few weeks after her 
sister, Princess Margaret, passed 
away aged 71. 

The dazzling diamond years 


Following her Diamond Jubilee 
celebrations in 2012, the Queen is 
more radiant than ever. 

Her family life is enjoying a 
golden period, with William and 
Kate's wedding and the birth of 
their children George and 
Charlotte real high points. 

Recent years have seen a series 
of monumental achievements for 
the Queen. 

In November 2007, she and 
Philip celebrated their diamond 
wedding anniversary. 

Her fondness for animals is 
as strong as ever - Her Majesty 
has been a regular on the horse 
racing scene, winning trophies at 
all the major events, and she has 
owned more than 30 corgis to date. 

In May 2011, the Queen visited 
Ireland - the first British monarch 
to do so since 1911. 

Perhaps the most publicly

active monarch ever, the Queen 
has kept to a rigid daily routine 
throughout her reign. A typical 
day will see her rise at 7.30am for 
breakfast and a walk with the dogs. 
At 9.30am she will begin her 
official tasks, reading through 
Cabinet papers and other official 
documents, and sometimes 
having private audiences with 
bishops and judges and the like - 
every Wednesday she meets with 
the Prime Minister. 

Though concerns for the 
Queen and Philip's health have 
forced them to scale back their 
duties over recent years, they are 
still incredibly busy, as patrons 
to more than 600 charities and 
organisations, and travelling up 
and down the country on visits. 

It is easy to forget that Her 
Majesty is now 89 years old. 

And now, as we prepare for her 
becoming the longest-reigning 
monarch ever, she is on top form, 
embracing the excitement that 
has swept the nation, a shining 
symbol of hope to us all. 

Long live the Queen.

T he Queen is not the first 
Elizabeth to wear the crown, 
but she has broken new ground 
in so many ways during her long 
reign. 

While the world around her 
has transformed rapidly since her 
accession, the monarch has also 
seen vast changes in her private 
and public life... 


❖ The Queen has travelled more 
extensively than any other 
monarch in history. Technically, 
her first overseas trip was to 
Kenya in 1952 - she embarked on 
the visit as Princess Elizabeth and 
returned home as the Queen. 

❖ During her reign she has 
travelled to countries that no 
British monarch has ever 
visited, including China in 
1986, Brunei and Malaysia

❖ After her coronation in 
1953, in her role as head 
of the Commonwealth she 
visited Bermuda, Jamaica, 

Fiji, Tonga, New Zealand, 
Australia, Ceylon, Uganda,

❖ She made the annual address 
on television for the first time 
in 1957, and eight years later 
the Queen broadcast her first 
Commonwealth Day message, 
addressing issues facing the 
organisation. 

❖ The Queen became the first 
sovereign to have celebrated a 
diamond wedding anniversary 
when she and the Duke of 
Edinburgh marked 60 years of 
marriage in 2007. 

❖ Winston Churchill was the 
first of 13 Prime Ministers she 
has dealt with during her reign. 
The others are Sir Anthony 
Eden, Harold Macmillan, Sir Alec 
Douglas-Home, Harold Wilson, 
Edward Heath, James Callaghan, 
Margaret Thatcher, John Manor, 
Tony Blair, Gordon Brown and 
David Cameron. 

❖ The Queen and Prince Philip 
have four children, eight 
grandchildren and four 
great-grandchildren. Their first 
child, the Prince of Wales, was 
born in 1948, and their first 
grandchild, Peter Phillips, in 1977. 
Savannah Phillips, daughter of 
Peter and Autumn Phillips, 
became her first great-grandchild 
when she was born in 2010. 

❖ She is the first British monarch 



The Queen and Prince Philip 
have been married 67 years 

to see three of her children 
divorce. Prince Charles divorced 
Diana, Princess of Wales in 1996, 
the Princess Royal broke off her 
marriage to Captain Mark Phillips 
in 1992 and the marriage of the 
Duke of York and Sarah Ferguson 
ended in 1996. 

❖ The Queen is the first monarch 
to pay income tax to the 
Government, the first to open 
the State Rooms and Buckingham 
Palace to the public and the first 
to give permission for the 
American national anthem to 

be played during Changing the 
Guard (after the 9/11 attacks). 

❖ She is the first royal to have 
been awarded a gold disc by the 
recording industry. The Party at 
the Palace CD, a recording of a 
pop and classical concert held to 
celebrate her Golden Jubilee, sold 
100,000 copies within the first 
week of release in 2002. 

❖ A video clip of the Queen has 
been preserved inside a container 
on the Moon. A congratulatory 
message she recorded for the 
Apollo II astronauts in 1969 was 
micro-filmed and deposited there.

Nation unites for a 
momentous occasion 


Public 


Rationing, pollution and squalid living conditions affected 
many Britons on the Queen’s accession in 1952 - but that didn’t 
stop them from getting together to celebrate her coronation

B ritain was still recovering 
from the turmoil of the 
Second World War when the 
Queen came to the throne in 
early 1952. 

The relief of peacetime was 
short lived, as a nation ravaged 
by war sombrely returned to life 
amid desperate standards of 
living - conditions which today 
would be regarded as Third 
World circumstances. 

The shadow of war hung 
darkly over day-to-day routine. 
Extensive and actively 
maintained bomb sites were 
common features of otherwise 
sleepy rural towns, while a trip 
to the grocers would find tea 
rationed and butter and meat 
under restricted access. 

Furthermore, just seven years 
had passed since the end of the 
Second World War, but growing 
tension between Russia and the 
USA trickled over the front pages 
of national newspapers and into 
the conversations of war-weary 
friends, parents and veterans - 
the Cold War was already hotting 
up. 

Just three weeks after the 
Queen's accession, Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill told the Commons 
that Britain had developed an 
atomic bomb. Tested later in the 
year off the north west coast of 
Australia, it was more a sign of 
Britain's involvement in a 
potentially devastating conflict 
than a reassuring safeguard to 
ease worries. 

A few weeks later, the 
departure of a Comet airliner 
from London to Johannesburg 
signalled the start of the jet 
travel - and warfare! - but later 
that year 26 spectators died 
when a de Havilland 110 fighter 
aircraft ploughed into the crowd 
at the Farnborough Airshow in 
Hampshire. 

It was merely one of a series of 
disasters that scarred 1952, and it 
almost typified the mood of the 
nation. 

It's fair to say that Britons had 
endured two of the toughest 
decades in their history, and other 
than the parties which broke out 
when the end of the war was 
announced, it seemed there was 
little reason to celebrate. 

However, the following year 
the nation would unite as it had 
throughout the war - their new 
Queen was being crowned on 
June 2, 1953, and all the stops 
had to be pulled out to mark this 
unique and exciting occasion. 

The fact that the decision to 
televise the coronation sparked 
huge television sales is evidence 
of the population's support of 
their new, young monarch - 
before 1953 few families owned 
television sets, but by the time 
the coronation came around they 
were commonplace. 

This enabled large groups of

friends and family to get 
together to watch the ceremony, 
rather than huddling in silence 
around a wireless. 

About 27 million people 
watched on television while 
around 11 million listened on the 
radio, and when the ceremony 
was over these individual groups 
took to the streets to celebrate in 
unity as a nation, as street parties 
broke out across the country. 

Most neighbourhoods had 
been scrubbed clean and were 
decked in union jack bunting and 
flags, tables and food had been 
laid out and games were held for 
children to enjoy. 

Needless to say, Westminster 
Abbey was packed with 
esteemed guests from across the 
realm. 

The coronation service fell into 
six segments: the recognition, 
the oath, the anointing, the 
investiture (which includes the 
crowning), the enthronement 
and the homage. 

Led by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the service saw the 
Queen presented with various 
symbols of royalty by members of 
the church and state. 

This included the Lord Great 
Chamberlain presenting golden 
spurs (the symbol of chivalry), 


after which the Archbishop of 
Canterbury produced a jewelled 
sword, and then the armills, 
which are golden bracelets of 
sincerity and wisdom. 

Finally, the Queen put on a 
stole and cloth of gold (the 
Imperial Mantle) and received 
the orb, the coronation ring, the 
glove and the sceptre. 

The orb, made in the same 
year as the crown (1661), is a 
gold globe mounted by a cross 
and decorated by a band of 
diamonds, emeralds, rubies, 
sapphires and pearls, with a large 
amethyst at the summit. 

Amid raucous celebrations 
and adoring crowds, the new 
Queen emerged from the Abbey 
to greet her subjects and allow 
them to see her wearing the crown. 

Over seven kilometres in 
length, the return procession 
to Buckingham Palace took the 
Queen and the other 16,000 
participants around two hours to 
complete. 

And, to further stamp the 
memory in the minds of the 
Commonwealth, it was learned 
that Edmund Hillary and Tenzing 
Norgay had reached the summit 
of Mount Everest. 

While the nation continued to 
face a long period of post-war 
recovery, hope for the future was 
renewed on June 2, 1953 - the 
populace had united in a day of 
joy and celebration for the first 
time since the end of the war, 
and their new Queen was a 
symbol of change and youth. 

Her promise to her people 
would ring true over the next 60 
years: "I have in sincerity pledged 
myself to your service, as so many 
of you are pledged to mine. 
Throughout all my life, and with 
all my heart, I shall strive to be 
worthy of your trust."

Defender George Wells, 
available again after suspen¬ 
sion, did not travel with the 
matchday squad at the week¬ 
end and Williams reckoned 
that is a reflection of the 
resources currently at his 
disposal. 

“We have got people knock¬ 
ing on the door, not just in the 
back four, but all over the 
pitch,” he added.

We did not 
have it last season and that 
halted us in terms of getting 
into the play-offs. 

“We have made sure we 
have personnel on board and 
at the moment it is great to 
have such a strong bench.”
